YORK, Dec. 29.—Criminals, 
in 19,900 seperate thefts, robbed the 
peop'e of New York of cash and 
foods amounting approximately to 
$25,000,000 during 1919,

estimate was given by officials of 32 
burglary insurance firms in the city, 
who say the year just ending has 
been the most disastrous in their his- 

tory. Robberies increased by 
than 20 per cent over last year and 

doubled. 

The principal losses were:

elers, $1,000,000. The total of Lib- 
erty Bonds and other ‘securities ap- 
propriated by youthful bank mes- 
sengers exceeded $1,000,000.

WHISKY SEIZED IN 


RAID 30 PER CENT 
WOOD ALCOHOL 


Product in Barrel 
Taken at Wilson Avenue 
House Burns Deputy’s Tongue. 


Patrick J. Butler, a Deputy Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector, who particli- 
pated a month ago in a raid upon 
two whisky stills in a house at 5033- 
35 Wilson avenue, the arrest of sev- 
en Italians and the confiscation of 
several barrels of “moonshine” 
Friday sampled the’ con- 
tents of one of the barrels. 

It burned his mouth and his 
tongue began to swell. His eyes were 
affected and he said that for two 
days following he went about in a 
“dopey” condition. His condition is 
now normal. 

He caused the contents of the bar- 
bar- 
gels to be analyzed. The report on 
the barrel he sampled. was that its 
contents were 30 per cent wood alco- 
hol. The contents of the other bar- 
rels showed no wood alcohol.

A Coroner's jury returned an open 
verdict of poisoning, it being unde- 
termined whether Flohr had _ 6 at- 
tempted to end his life or taken the 
wood alcohol as a whisky substi- 
tute.
